Uphold Law, Judge 
Tells Demo Rally 


All men must realize that 
the enjoyment of ‘‘the freedoms 
we cherish imposes upon us 
the duty and obligation to up- 
hold the law,” Appellate Court 
Judge Joseph Goldenhersh of 
East St. Louis told a public 
meeting sponsored at Marion 
by the Democratic Central Com- 
mittees of Jackson and William- 
son counties. 

“Those who violate the laws 
enacted by duly elected repre- 
sentatives in Congress and in 
the Illinois General Assembly 
must be made to know that 
justice is swift, and punishment 
for the guilty certain,” he said. 

“The courts can best perform 
their functions, and judges their 
duties, when those charged with 
criminal offenses are speedily 
apprehended and promptly 
brought to trial,” the judge de- 
clared,. ‘Justice is best served 
when the guilty are convicted 
and the innocent absolved with- 
out undue delay,” Judge Gold- 
enhersh added. 

“Tn my years on the Appellate 
Court my colleagues and I who 
serve on the Appellate Court in 
the Fifth Judicial District have 
followed the practice of speedy 
and sexpeditious processing of 
criminal appeals. 

Quick Decisions 

“As a result, in many cases 
in which I wrote the opinion of 
the court, criminal appeals 
were decided within 90 days of 
the filing of the briefs.” 

Judge Goldenhersh, who prac- 
tiqed law for 29 years, has 
served on the Appellate Court 
at Mount Vernon since 1964, He 
is a frequent lecturer on the 
Continuing Legal Education 
Program conducted by the IIli- 
nois State Bar Association for 
practicing law: and has 
spoken before national and state 
meetings of appellate and trial 
judges. 

He is the Democratic candi- 
date for Judge of the Supreme 
Court of Illinois to be elected 
in the Fifth Judicial District on 
November 3, 1970.

$24 Million Alloted

Food Costs Drop, 
Pay Boosts May 
Cause Reversal 


The National Association of 
Food Chains is cautioning con- 
sumers against expecting much, 
if any, impact on food store 
prices’ from the declines in 
wholesale prices reported by 
the Department of Labor. 

The government reported that 
the Wholesale Price Index for 
August showed a 0.5% decline 
—0,2% seasonally adjusted — 
from the record level of July, 
the first such decline in two 

ears, 

NAFC President Clarence G. 
Adamy said the decline is 
“good news for consumers since 
it appears to indicate that the 
effects of inflation on price 
may be easing.” 

“But,” he said, far as 
retail food prices are concerned 
consumers must not overlook a 
number of cautions, Some of 
which were mentioned by gov- 
ernment spokesman at the 
time of the release of the in- 
dex. 

Adamy said the most 
tant of these cautions is that 
the greatest decline occurred in 
prices for farm products while 
the index for processed foods 
declined at a far smaller rate. 

“Since the bulk of the con- 
sumer's food dollar. goes for 
processed foods and not for 
farm products,” he said, “this 
part of the Wholesale Price In- 
dex is not a good barometer 
with which to measure future 
consumer prices, especially 
over the short run. 

“Additionally, the Labor De- 
partment correctly pointed out 
that the declines in the proc: 
essed foods part of the Index 
occurred mostly in meats and 
poultry, the eventual prices of 
which will be greatly affected 
should the results of the corn 
blight on this year’s crop be a 
dramatically reduced yield of 
this basic animal feed. 

“At the same time, 
chain union contract _ settle- 
ments this year are resulting 

increases that aver- 

above those previously 

force. To the extent that 

these wage increases are not 

mitigated by increased produc- 

tivity, they exert upward pres- 

sure on retail food prices re- 

gardless of the relative cost of 
merchandise,’ Adamy said 

“All in all, we see the Whole- 
sale Price Index decline as a 
good sign and one that we hope 
signals a stabilizing economy 

“But consumers would be 
wrong to expect to see any real 
effects of this on their super-

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Extension of Steel Import Restraints Called Essential 


Prompt extension, expansion 
and strengthening of the cur- 
rent Voluntary Limitation Ar- 
rangement, which limits steel 
imports into the United States 
from Japanese and European 
Common Market producers, are 
essential if a new and potential- 
ly crippling import surge—with 
permanent damage to the 
American steel industry and the 
nation—is to be averted. That’s 
the conclusion expressed in a 
new American Iron and Steel 
Institute study of the steel im- 
port problem. 

The analysis, “Steel Imports 
—A National Concern,” reviews 
the origins and effects of the 
decade-long import crisis fac- 
ing America’s steelmaking com- 
munities. 

Included are special chapters 
in the effectiveness of the vol- 
untary restraint program now 
scheduled to expire at the end 
of 1971, the particular problem 
facing specialty steel producers, 
and a study of Japan’s interna- 
tional steel trade policy. 

A worldwide boom in steel 
demand, intensified in part by 
labor troubles abroad, contrib- 
uted to the drop in 1969 Ameri- 
can steel imports. For this rea- 
son, says the Institute, it may 
be impossible to determine just 
how much the voluntary re- 
straints actually did pare poten- 
tial imports. 

Future Rise Seen 

“Tt seems likely, however,” 
the study warns, “that imports 
will tend to rise again in the 
future as the world steel boom 
subsides and the large additions 
of capacity it is generating in 
many parts of the world come 
into operation.” 

If past trends 
study continues, “imports will 
be taking not only all — the 
growth in demand, but, in many 
product lines, will be eating into 
the present level of domestic 
supply as well.”

No important product line has 
been immune from import pres- 
sures, according to the report. 
The greatest geographic area of 
import growth has been the 
Midwest, the largest domestic 
market. 

Under the voluntary limita- 
tion agreement adopted in 1969, 
which was to be effective for 
three years, the European Ec- 
onomic Community (West Ger- 
many, France, Italy, Belgium, 
Luxembourg and the Nether- 
lands) and Japan would hold 
their steel-exports to the United 
States to 5.75 million tons each 
in 1969. It was determined that 
their imports into the U. 
would grow 5% each year in 
1970 and 1971. 

Including other exporters te 
the American market, total 
stéel shipments to the U. S. 
would be held to 14-million tons 
in 1969, with an annual 5% in- 
crease in each of the next two 
years. 

Agreement Violated 

AISI says there are indica- 
tions that the partners in the 
voluntary arrangement may not 
have held to their own ground 
rules during the first year. of 
the pact’s existence. 

For example, in slightly dif- 
ferent language, both the Ja- 
panese and the Europeans 
promise to try not to change 
greatly either the product mix 
or the geographic distribution 
of “present” import patterns. |

Stamps During July 


Nearly 379,000 persons in all 
102 Illinois counties received 
food assistance through the 
U. S. Department of Agricul. 
ture’s Food Stamp program 
during July, according to Den- 
nis M. Doyle, Midwest regional 
director of the Food and Nutri- 
tion Service. 

The total included 311,640 on 
public aid and 67,053 other low- 
income persons, 

During July Illinois partici- 
pants received over $9-million 
worth of food coupons of which 
more than $4-million were 
bonus coupons, This was a 
bonus average of $10.98 per per- 
son, 

In 642 Midwest projects, over 
1.6-million persons were in the 
program during July. Total 
value of coupons was around 
$38-million of which 53 per cent 
was in bonus coupons. The re. 
gional bonus average was $12.63 
per person. 

By participating in the Food 
Stamp Program, low-income 
families can buy more food by 
exchanging the amount of 
money they normally spend on 
food for coupons worth more 
than they paid.

"Permissiveness' Boosted © 


Crime Rate, 


U. S, Sen. Ralph Tyler Smith 
(R-IIl.) last week warned that 
as long as ultra-liberal softness 
toward criminals continues, 
crime will continue to cause a 
serious drain on America’s 
money and manpower. 

“For nearly a decade, the 
Democrats and their ultra-li- 
beral ‘supporters preached per- 
missiveness in the White House, 
in the Congress and in the 
courts,” said Smith, During 
that period, the overall crime 
rate soared more than 148 per- 
cent, and crimes against prop- 
erty more than 151 percent. 
Money improperly spent in pro- 
grams in the inner city helped 
build syndicated crime through 
numbers, loan sharks and nar- 
cotics. 

“Because of this sad inheri- 
tance from past adminis 
tions, not a minute goes by in 
this country without a violent 
crime being committed,” the 
senator said, ‘Seven _police- 
men have been killed already in 
Chicago this year. Madison, 
Wisc,, Philadelphia, and Cairo, 
Ill, have been the scene of ex- 
treme violence against author- 
ity.

“The only way to stop crime 
in this country is to support 
law enforcement officers in the 
community, in the Congress 
and in the courts. We must 
make it perfectly clear to any 
criminal or potential criminal 
that frustration, poverty, over- 
crowding or discrimination does 
not justify taking life or de- 
stroying property. We must 
agree, of course, that social 
problems are in many cases the 
root of evils that foster crime. 

“The social scientists, psy- 
chiatrists and the psychologists 
must continue to -investigate 
the relationship between crime 
and urban pressures to find 
fundamental solutions,” said 
Smith, “But until we can get 
long range results by solving 
social problems, we must. give 
our police the authority, the 
tools and the backing to deal ef- 
fectively with crime in the 
streets, in the home and busi- 
ness establishment and on cam- 
pus. 

We must let people know that 
the committing of a crime will 
result in prompt arrest and pun- 
ishment. And we must let our 
wives and children know that 
we do value their safety more 
than the comfort of a criminal. 
It is time that the rights of law 
abiding citizens to live in safe- 
ty becomes our paramount con:

To the Editor: 

The Grand Jury Association 
through its executive commit- 
tee has studied the Madison 
county grand jury report con- 
cerning the sheriff's depart 
ment. Although there are minor 
discrepancies in it, we feel that 
it is a fair evaluation of the 
conditions that existed, 

However, the return of two in- 
dictments after a complete ex. 
oneration of two deputies in the 
report could only be construed 
as a political or smear maneuy- 
er. 


The executive committee 
launched an extensive investi- 
gation on its own in order to 
help keep the grand jury sys- 
tem from being destroyed or be- 
coming ineffective. 

Upon, cqmpletion of our inves- 
tigation, which sometimes 
threatened to become mired 
down in politics, we issue the 
following statement to the peo- 
ple of Madison county. 

Before the grand jury was 
called into the investigation of 
the sheriff's department, many 
concerned citizens called t,he 
Madison County Grand Jury As- 
sociation, asking us to inquire 
into the allegations that were 
being rumored about misuse of 
taxpayers’ money.

The executive committee did 
make an extensive inquiry into 
the sheriff's office and acquired 
ai wealth of information, plus 
other information pertaining to 
the cause of the particular prob- 
lem 

However, when the grand 
jury became involved in the in 
vestigation, the association felt 
it would be improper to issue 
any kind of statement until its 
deliberations were finished 

The Grand Jury Association 
offered the state’s attorney's of- 
fice the information it had ac- 
quired along with the services 
of one of our executive commit- 
tge members on three separate 
occasions, byt was turned down 
fgr various reasons, 

This information was offered 
at a later time to the grand 
jury through its foreman with 
the same results, 

The Grand Jury Association 
would like to remind all those 
oncerned of the main objec- 
yes of the organization. They 
ire to strengthen and protect 
the grand’ jury system, and to 
bring attention to, the proper 
authorities any irregularities in 
public office or public money, 
und any injustice against any 
Madison county citizen. It is be- 
cause of the latter that we feel 
obligated to issue this  state- 
ment. 

We concur wholeheartedly 
with the grand jury that many 
changes need to be inaugurated 
n order for Madison county 
residents to realize the full val- 
1e of their tax dollar, and for 
deputies to be able to perform 
ieir duties to their fullest ca- 
pabilities 
;However, to make two ‘honest 
jen the pawns in a political 
game of chess will go down in 
history as one of the greatest 
blows to law enforcement in 
Madison county, as well as the 
yorst miscarriage of justice in 
aslong time 
‘The executive committee has 
tqlked to many police chiefs 
plus detectives, Internal Reve 
ye Agents and many law en- 
forcement officers. 
tNone, and we emphasize 
hone, of these men who has any 
ufiliation with the deputies 
could think of any cause to 
bring discredit to their names 
iWe fed] that Deputies Demos 
Nicholas and Bob Rizzi should 
be commended as outstanding 
ldwmen.

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County Building Commission Plan Could 
Lead to Sound Program or Extravagance 


The decision to establish a public building 
commission in Madison county is good news 
to those who fear Americans will abandon their 
allegiance to a government which finds itself 
unable to function. Past procedures for the plan- 
ning and authorization of new county govern- 
mental facilities have been so cumbersome that 
little actual construction has resulted. 

The 25-19 favorable vote by the County 
Board of Supervisors Sept. 8 is bad news to 
voters who view it asa move to circumvent 
their wishes. There is no doubt that some super- 
visors acted in the belief that direct submission 
of building projects to the electorate would be 
defeated. 

There obviously is a possibility that offi- 
cials will be tempted to spend lavishly for fa- 
cilities not really needed. It is only a possibility, 
not a certainty; much will depend on the caliber 
of the seven commission members to be appoint- 
ed by County Board Chairman Landolt. 

Aiding the seven will be an advisory group 
composed of County Auditor John Kraynak, 
State's Attorney R. W. Griffith jr. and three 
persons with experience in real estate, construc- 
tion, architecture, engineering or finance. 

The County Board of Supervisors will ex- 
ercise final control; sites will be subject to its 
approval, and no bonds can be issued without 
a lease between the commissioners and super- 
visors. 


If the officials proceed judiciously and take 
the public into their confidence at all times, the 
move may prove to be sound and progressive 
The point they will need to keep in mind is that 
all of the buildings and all of the interest will 
have to be paid by Madison countyans; they 
should follow the same standards of cost-con 
sciousness as when spending their own money 
because it is their own money that they will be 
utilizing.

Grant Will Help Bi-State Continue Fight 


To Attract Adequate Volume of Passengers 


The $1,640,000 federal tax grant to the Bi- 
State Transit System to provide two-thirds of 
the cost of 69 new buses is a timely and justified 
award. The new vehicles will replace older 
equipment in use primarily in Madison and St. 
Clair counties. The other third of the cost will 
come from the system's depreciation reserve 
fund and prior grants, the latter mainly from the 
state of Illinois. 

Air-conditioned and equipped with two- 
way fadios and catalytic mufflers designed to 
reduce air pollution, the new buses are to be 
placed in service next spring. 

Bi-State Transit, like bus lines in 
metropolitan areas, has been caught in the cost 
squeeze stemming from inflation and wage 
trends, compounded by the continuing public 
preference for passenger autos as a means of 
going to work or to shop. 

Unlike many other transit systems, it has 
maintained a high level of service while operat- 
ing with relatively small state subsidies, depend- 
ing primarily on fares for its revenue. 

Its fleet of air-conditioned ‘buses is the 
largest in the nation, and it deserves a helping 
hand—like the federal grant—in its dedicated 
efforts to maintain an adequate passenger vol- 
ume by giving the public dependable, comfort- 
able and convenient transportation. 

Bi-State Transit has not yet won its fight 
with “red ink,”’ but it has not lost it, either— 
and the St. Louis metropolitan area has not lost 
a much-needed service.

‘Bargaining with Devil’ Still Does Not Work 


That “you cannot do business with the 
devil" became apparent last week as the United 
States and several other nations sought to bar- 
gain for the lives of innocent air travelers held 
hostage by Palestinian guerrillas. 

As was found to be the case when a num- 
ber of foreign diplomats and government em- 
ployees were kidnapped in South America, 
eventually the demands became so extreme that 
they were rejected—and a German and Ameri 
can were cruelly slain 

Hijackings started out somewhat 
cently,” with the armed desperddos demanding 
that they be flown to Cuba or other desired lo- 
cations, “Marquis of Queensbury” rules were 
followed and the aircraft and other passengers 
were allowed to return safely to friendly terri- 
tory, Then an expensive airliner was blown up 
in the Middle East this summer, with the pas- 
sengers freed. 

Next step in the escalation was to destroy 
one of the $25 million jumbo jet planes, giving 
passengers only two minutes to escape—some 
suffering injuries in the scramble to leave the 
plane. 

Then the stakes were raised by holding 
passengers for barter; prisoners, convicted or 
awaiting trial, were to be exchanged before the 
hijack victims could depart 

Raising the ante further, the guerrillas list- 
ed their comrades whom they wanted freed but 
reduced their offer of freedom for passengers 
to women, children and ailing men. Able-bodied 
men were to be released only in exchange for 
Israeli captives—and Israel was not willing to 
play the game. 

Humanitarian instincts merit prominent 
consideration in such matters, but it is obvious 
that the relatively meek obedience to early hi- 
jacking attempts set a pattern which is no long- 
er tenable. If death at the hands of terrorists 
is to the ultimate destiny of hijacked air 
crews and travelers they may as well risk 
death and resist gangsterism from the outset.

In a very short time our na- 
tion’s colleges and universities 
will begin their, fall terms, 

Thousands of our finest young 
people will resume their pur- 
suit of education that will en- 
able them to better serve their 
communities and their country. 

These young men and, women 
will soon be among those en- 
trusted with the responsibility 
of leadership and the obligation 
of shaping the future direction 
of our nation. 

It is imperative that their 
preparation for this most sig- 
nificant task be of the highest 
quality and that it be gained in 
an uninterrupted atmosphere 
conducive to educational excel- 
lence. 

The responsibility for insuring 
that these goals are achieved 
rests squarely with college ad- 
ministrators. They alone, by 
setting the guidelines of con- 
duct, control the activities of 
their students. 

Let not the issue of stu- 
dent conduct be clouded by 
philosophical mouthings of 
self-determination, cries of 
repression, or claims of at- 
tack against intellectual 
freedom. 

College administrators 
must rise to face the issues 
honestly and then have the 
courage to firmly imple- 
ment policies that will not 
permit or condone any ille- 
gitimate interruption of the 
educational process. 

This position must be main- 
tained regardless of the dire 
consequences threatened by 
those who seek, either deliber- 
ately or through confused direc- 
tion, to disrupt our institutions 
of higher learning. 

The radicals who have 
plagued many of our colleges 
and universities know well that 
their success in part is depend- 
ent upon weak administrators— 
leaders who refuse, to accept

No Miracle Foods 

The fact is, there simply are 
no miracle foods, or food com- 
ponents, or mixtures of special 
foods that are going to improve 
an athlete's performance. ‘He 
needs the same foods that are 
recommended for everybody else 
If the athlete follows the four 
food group pattern — milk, meat, 
fruits and vegetables, enriched or 
whole wheat breads and cereals 
—he'll be fine 

The young athlete needs them, 
of course, in greater quantities 
because he’s using up greater 
mounts of energy at the same 
in a period of 
that may be 


time that he is 
physical growth 
critical 
Nutrient-wise, the diet that 
will provide the best perform- 
ance contains approximately 15 
percent of his calories from pro- 
tein, 40 percent from fat, and 45 
percent from carbohydrate — the 
same as the average American 
eats every day. Higher protein 
diets cause problems, especially 
when the weather is hot and 
water is limited, A pure carbo- 
hydrate dict results in difficulties 
including the athlete: being un- 
able to retain water.

‘Thus, some 
coaches give special instructions 
for eating differently on game 
days, 

Have Regulan Meals 

Well, certainly a|hody should 
not eat a large mekl and im- 
mediately rush out/dn the field 
of competition. But why not have 
faith that, especially in the case 
of football, he can have his regu- 
lar breakfast and laneh and then 
at game time perform(at his best. 
He does it on practice days dur- 
ing the week without upsetting 
his usual meal patterns. If he is 
good in, practice why add further 
stress to game day by drastically 
changing when and what he eats 
before the game. 

Some coaches answer that they 
want to reward and |treat their 
players special on game days. 
Fine, but reward him after the 
game. Don't disturb his metabolic 
pattern before the game.
